“A Marine Court of ‘Inquiry into the cirouth- 
stances attending the lowof the steam-ship 3/{- 
nard Castle was opened at the Harbour Mas- , 
ter's Office on the meming of the 18th inst. 

. The Court comprised (Captain H. G. Thomsett, 
R.N. (President), Lieut,G. W. Balliston, H:M.S. 
Victor Emanuel, Captin Hassall of the P. & O. 
S: N. Co.'s steamer Jangalore and Captain 

“Turpin of the O, & O. $5, Co.'s steamer Gaelic. 
’ Richard Skinner, late captain of the Afinard 
Castle, gave the ‘following evidence :—I am a 
master mariner, certifale numbered . 31,134. 
I-have been a master or about 15 years, and 

‘have held command ofa steamer for the'past. 
fourteen months. The Minard Castle, was 
1596 tons net register, 350 h.-p. nominal, and 
Warried a crew of “46, alteld, On‘the. morning 
ofthe roth instant, we Ie Hongkong at about 
ten minutes past 8 o'click, bound for Saigon in 
ballast.

I was then standing on the bridge in 
company with the captain-and the Chinese 
pilot, attending to ‘the telegraph. “When 
about a mile to the southward of Green 
Island the ship stopped ‘to allow the pilot to 
get off. “The captain then came on the bridge 
‘and the steamer was put on full speed a-head. 
The ship's head was brought to bear on the 
centre of the Aichau Island, bearing S.W. ‘The 
Captain gave me orders twice to keep her head 
straight on to that island and kecp a good look 
out, pointing out the island with his hand, The 
Captain then left the bridge and said he was 
going down to breakfast. ‘here was only one 
quarer-master on the bridge at this time, the 
man who was stcering the ship.”
